KNOWLEDGE AND SKILL. 


Human Rights in Relation Thereto, 


The law case concerning this mat- 
ter referred to in your issue ef Nos 
vember 25th, does not appear to me 
to be new in principle tho eases of 
that nature are rarely brought into 
court. 

The first impression is tò say 
emphatically that the knowledge 
one has is always exclusively his, 
tó be used in the employ of anyone 
he chooses ao long as it is not used 
for immoral purposes, This is the 
true view, provided the knowledge 
has not been acquired with an 
agreement or understanding of 
limitations, and all contracts core 
tinue to be fulfilled, If I contract 
to work for one a day, n week ora 
year, it is my business to live up to 
that contract, 

A person poes to a mechanice to 
learn a trade, the meehanie to 
which he applies is under no obligas 
tion to teach the new-eomer and 
ko efeate a new competitor, He 
Hives the applicant to understand 
that if he teaches one his art he 
wishes to make in the transaction, 
This is readily, consented to, and 
he agrees to put in two or three 
year’s work at a nominal figure, for 
the wake of learning, In a short 
(ime he earns two or three times as 
much as the stipulated wages and if 
he breaks away from his employer 
and gues to another he ean get it,

dull I should speedily be replaced

workmen, 

There remains however another 
side to this question, Suppose I 


have knowledge of a crime Ie it 
mine, and ean 1 property retain the 
me?

KILLING MISSIONARIES. 
THe SuxrLower is in favor of 

_ all good work and does not con- 
demn the thissionary work of the 
churches as a principle, but it does 
not approve of it as it has been 
carried on by the arbitrary mis- 

sionaries. re 
“A wave of indignation” spread 
over the country when the report 
came of the killing of missionaries 
in China, a couple of weeks ago, 
but after the sober senses of the 
people got to work, it is reported 
thateven the missionary societies 
have concluded not to ask indemni- 
ty. 
Notwithstanding this, the Chinese 
government has arrested some of 
those supposed to be connected 
with the affair. 

We certainly sympathize with the 
sufferings of the missionaries in 
their mistreatment, but we ask in 
all candor, If the Chinese sent 
missionaries here who interfered in 
the religious exercises of the Chris- 


limb, or throw them in the water 
and gouge their eyes out, but we 
would mob them and carry our 
persecution &sfarasthe customs 
and laws of this country would per- 
mit. ‘ 

Suppose a Chinaman entered one 
of our churches and undertook to 
take away some pf the ‘‘sacred 
relics." Would we stand idly by 
and see him do it? Not a reader 
of this article but knows we would 
not. We would command him to 
desist and if he did not obey our 
order we would kill him under the 
law that permits us to defend our 
property from destruction or theft. 

As near as can be learned these 
missionaries undertook to interfere 
with a religious cermony of the 
Chinese. Naturally they resented 
it and their barbarous ideas permit- 
ted them to do the actasthey did. 
How much worse isit for an un- 
civilized nation to permit that than 
for this civilized nation to permit 
lynchings, burning at the stake, 
etc? 

We think this government, ‘and 
the government of any civilized na- 
tion, is very much at fault when 
they attempt force to permit mis- 
sionaries to interfere with the relig- 
ious rites of any people. Their re- 
ligion is as sacred to them as ours is 
to us, has just as much chance of 
being right as ours has, and they 


have as much right to the free ex- 
ercise of it as we have. We would 
not stand interference and we don’t 
blame them for not wishing to.

It simply means 
that the muscularis becomes tired 
and contraction gives way to relax- 
ation. Absence of contraction, the 
inability to contract, relaxation, 
distention—these being the oppo- 
site, the reverse of contraction, 
results in the opposite of appetite, 
anorexia, provided, however, that 
such distention is not caused by an 
overabundance of the irritating acid 
gases, Anorexia is the sensory 
symptom of the distention of the 
stomach and upper portion of the 
intestines by non-irritating gases, 
accompanied by complete or partial 
relaxation of the sphincter. This is 
the condition we observe in chronic 
pyloritis, chronic gastritis, and 
chronic inflammatory conditions of 
the first portion of the small intes- 
tine.”

SOUTHEY’S GUILLOTINE. 


lt Did Not Serve the Purpose For 
Which It Was Made, 

Lord Southey once in a fit of disgust 
with life bad a magnificent guillotine 
erected in the drawing room of his 
magnificeutly appointed house in the 
Rue de Loxembourg, at Paris. The 
machine was an elaborate affair, with 
ebony uprights inlaid with gold and 
siver. The framework was carved 
with great artistic skill, and the knife,

suicide, The day that the engine of 
death was entirely finished Lord 
Southey completed his testamentary 
dispositions, shaved, bad his hair eut 
and, clothed in a robe of white silk, 
knelt upon the platform under. the 
knife, 

The guillotine was placed before a 
large mirror, wherein the person com- 
mitting suicide could see his own im- 
age until the last. Murmuring a short 
prayer, Lord Southey placed his head 
in the semicirele and pressed the spring. 

The next morning he was found 
calmly sleeping in his bed. The spring 
had failed to work, and after several 
fruitless efforts Lord Southey was com- 
pelled to relinquish his attempt upon 
his life. Thoroughly cured of his spleen, 
he presented the guillotine to the Glas- 
gow museum, whence he made an an- 
nual pilgrimage to see it until the end 
of bis life.
